military stra te g y abroad we ca n a p p le 
d a t e as never before the leadership of 
General W ashington, one of the g r e a t ­ 
est military strate g ists of all time, 
We h e a t a g r e a t deal today a bout the 
ad vanta ge of offensive military action. 
No general ever executed a m ore effec­ 
tive shift from defense to offense th a n 
did Washington in the iiattle of T r e n ­ 
ton. 
I n mid-D ecember of the bitter winter 
of 1776 G eneral Washington, with ilia

ragged 
soldiers, was e ncam ped along the Bela 
ware River n e a r what is now know n a- 
“ Washington Crossing.”
